This is in response to the Office Action mailed on March 14, 2008 in which all of the 
pending claims were newly rejected. Reconsideration of the application is requested in view of 
the following remarks. 

Status Summary 

Claims 7, 10-13 and 18 were withdrawn in the response to restriction requirement of 
June 29, 2007. Claims 19, 20 and 21 were previously cancelled. Claim 1-6, 8, 9, 14-17 and 22- 
24 are newly rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 14-17 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over O'Connell (US 5,678,637) in view of Woodward (US 3,828,855). Applicants 
respectfully traverse this rejection. 

O'Connell discloses a fire extinguishing system which, as noted in the Office Action, 
includes a source 2 (which is a container of heated water - column 3 at line 25), a nozzle body 
35 having a wall defining an interior cavity, and at least one extinguishant outlet 37 formed in 
the wall for discharging extinguishant fluid.
